The  Committee  on  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  bill  (H.R.  7042)  to  add  certain  federally  owned  land  to  the 
Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park,  in  the  State  of  California,  and  for 
other  purposes,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon 
without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

PURPOSE 

H.R.  7042,  introduced  by  Congressman  Johnson  of  California 
following  receipt  of  an  executive  communication  requesting  that  such 
a  bill  be  enacted,  will  transfer  1,040  acres  of  Government-owned  land 
from  the  Lassen  National  Forest  to  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park. 

NEED 

The  three  tracts  of  land  to  be  transferred — one  comprising  about 
240  acres,  another  about  170  acres,  and  the  third  about  640  acres — - 
will  bring  within  the  park  a  campground  that  is  already  administered 
by  the  National  Park  Service  under  agreement  with  the  Forest  Serv¬ 
ice;  a  portion  of  a  road  the  entire  length  of  which,  except  for  this 
portion,  is  within  the  park;  and  a  small  tract  of  forest  land  which  is 
needed  for  a  protective  strip  along  Lost  Creek.  Most  of  the  land 
involved  in  the  bill  has  been  logged  over  and,  the  committee  was 
informed,  grazing  has  been  diminishing  in  recent  years. 

Enactment  of  the  bill  will  simplify  administrative  problems  as 
between  the  park  and  the  forest.  Provision  is  made  in  H.R.  7042  for 
construction  of  a  road  by  the  Forest  Service  across  one  of  the  three 
tracts  if  this  is  needed  for  administration  of  the  forest. 
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COST 

H.R.  7042  entails  no  cost  to  the  Federal  Government. 

DEPARTMENTAL  RECOMMENDATION

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  Enclosed  is  a  draft  of  a  proposed  bill  to  add 
certain  federally  owned  land  to  the  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park, 
in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes. 

We  recommend  that  this  bill  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  com¬ 
mittee  for  consideration,  and  we  recommend  that  it  be  enacted. 

This  proposed  legislation  would  result  in  adjustment  of  the  bound¬ 
aries  between  the  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park  and  the  Lassen 
National  Forest  so  as  to  add  approximately  1,040  acres  of  land  to  the 
park.  Three  separate  parcels  of  land  are  involved  in  this  transfer  of 
administrative  jurisdiction. 

One  of  these  tracts  comprising  about  240  acres,  contains  a  loop  of 
the  Lassen  Peak  Road.  The  entire  length  of  this  road,  which  traverses 
much  of  the  park  between  its  south  and  west  boundaries,  lies  within 
the  park  except  the  loop  included  in  this  proposed  addition.  Mainte¬ 
nance  and  administration  of  this  portion  of  the  road  would  be  sim¬ 
plified  through  its  inclusion  in  the  park. 

A  tract  of  approximately  170  acres  that  lies  to  the  east  of  Lost 
Creek  would  also  be  added  to  the  park.  This  tract  of  forest  land 
which  is  plainly  visible  from  the  Lassen  Peak  Road  should  be  added  to 
the  park  while  it  is  in  its  presently  uncut  state  so  as  to  preserve  the 
scenic  vista  from  the  road  and  afford  a  protective  strip  along  the  east 
side  of  Lost  Creek. 

A  third  tract  is  needed  for  use  in  expanding  the  park  campground 
at  Manzanita  Lake.  This  location  contains  the  only  campgrounds 
near  a  store,  post  office,  and  general  supplies.  The  need  for  additional 
campground  space  in  this  section  of  the  park  has  been  so  urgent 
that — pursuant  to  authority  contained  in  the  act  of  August  7,  1946 
(60  Stat.  885) — an  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  whereunder  this  Department 
has  undertaken  the  development  and  administration  of  campground 
and  other  recreational  facilities  on  Forest  Service  lands  in  the  Man¬ 
zanita  Lake  region.  Approximately  640  acres  are  needed  here  to 
provide  adequate  space  for  public  campground  facilities. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  which  administers  the  Lassen 
National  Forest,  is  agreeable  to  these  boundary  adjustments  and 
concurs  in  them.  In  this  connection,  a  provision  has  been  included  in 
the  bill  that  will  insure  the  right  of  the  U.S.  Forest  Service  to  establish 
and  use  a  road,  for  national  forest  purposes,  through  a  portion  of  the 
lands  proposed  for  addition  to  the  national  park  in  section  19  (near 
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Manzanita  Lake).  Suck  reservation  would  have  no  adverse  effect 
upon  the  park. 

Since  all  the  lands  to  be  added  to  the  park  are  federally  owned,  no 
land  acquisition  costs  are  involved. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  has  advised  that  there  is  no  objection  to 
the  presentation  of  this  draft  bill  from  the  standpoint  of  the  admin¬ 
istration’s  program.

It  had  a 
visitation  last  year  of  approximately

This  proposal  is  timely/because  the 
Blue  Ridge  Parkway  as  presently  planned 
is  90  percent  completed 

This  region  which  i^within  one  or  two 
days  travel  to  60  percent  of  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Unite,/  States  desperately 
needs  more  recreational  lands  developed 
as  the  recreation  areas  are  now  over 
crowded.  Lasj/year  over  6  million  people 
traveled  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  and  re¬ 
ports  this  /ear  show  a  20 -percent  in¬ 
crease  m/king  this  the  most  traveled 
scenic  lyad  in  America.  Last  year  3  mil¬ 
lion  people  visited  the  Great  Smoky 
Mountains  National  Park  which  is  lo¬ 
cated  only  some  50  miles  from  the  pro¬ 
posed  parkway  extension. 

This  proposed  national  parkway  might 
be  considered  as  an  extension  of  the  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway.  It  would  provide  a  safe, 
cool,  and  scenic  roadway  along  the  crest 
of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  leading 
from  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway  and 
Smoky  Mountain  National  Parkway  to 
and  through  the  mountains  of  Georgia. 
The  region  through  which  the  parkway 
would  pass  is  largely  undeveloped. 
Large  portions  of  it  are  still  in  a  state 
of  natural  wilderness. 

This  territory  is  comparable  to  the 
outstanding  scenic  wonders  of  the  most 
beautiful  sections  of  the  present  Blue 
Ridge  Parkway.  This  parkway  would 
pass  by  Whiteside  Mountain,  the  highest 
granite  cliff  in  the  east  and  by  many 
spectacular  waterfalls  such  as  Bridal 
Veil,  Cullasaja,  Toxaway,  Dry  Falls,  and 
Whitewater.  Much  of  the  right-of-way 
would  likely  be  across  Forest  Service 
lands  now  owned  by  the  U.S.  Govern¬ 
ment. 

The  present  parkway  is  480  miles  in 
length  and  the  extension  would  have  a 
maximum  length  of  170  miles.  This 
proposed  parkway  when  developed  would 
provide  an  economic  boost  to  all  western 
North  Carolina  especially  to  the  section 
west  of  Mount  Pisgah. 

Travel  is  western  North  Carolina’s 
fastest  growing  industry.  The  growth 
has  been  so  great  that  there  is  constant 
demand  for  more  scenic  roads  and  an  ex¬ 
pansion  of  facilities.  As  we  plan  for  the 
future  we  must  realize  that  we  have  just 
begun  to  tap  the  great  potential  of  rec¬ 
reational  opportunity  that  lies  ahead  in 
this  section  oPour  country.

The^Committee  on  Interior  and  Insular  Affairs,  to  whom  was  re¬ 
ferred  the  bill  (H.R.  7042)  to  add  certain  federally  owned  land  to  the 
Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park,  in  the  State  of  California,  and  for 
other  purposes,  having  considered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon 
without  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

purpose 

H.R.  7042,  introduced  by  Congressman  Johnson  of  California 
following  receipt  of  an  executive  communication  requesting  that  such 
a  bill  be  enacted,  will  transfer  1,040  acres  of  Government-owned  land 
from  the  Lassen  National  Forest  to  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park. 

NEED 

The  three  tracts  of  land  to  be  transferred — one  comprising  about 
240  acres,  another  about  170  acres,  and  the  third  about  640  acres — - 
will  bring  within  the  park  a  campground  that  is  already  administered 
by  the  National  Park  Service  under  agreement  with  the  Forest  Serv¬ 
ice;  a  portion  of  a  road  the  entire  length  of  which,  except  for  this 
portion,  is  within  the  park;  and  a  small  tract  of  forest  land  which  is 
needed  for  a  protective  strip  along  Lost  Creek.

Fort  Necessity  is  the  place  at  which  oc¬ 
curred  on  July  3,  1754,  the  opening  engage¬ 
ment  in  the  French  and  Indian  War — an 
engagement  often  referred  to  as  the  Battle 
of  Great  Meadows.  The  French  and  Indian 
War,  and  its  European  counterpart,  the 
Seven  Years’  War,  ended  in  the  French  being 
driven  from  the  North  American  Continent 
as  a  political  power.  Fort  Necessity  is  thus 
a  historic  site  of  the  first  magnitude.  Its 
importance  in  U.S.  history  is  enhanced  by 
the  fact  that  it  was  here  that  George  Wash¬ 
ington,  then  a  lieutenant  colonel,  fought 
his  first  important  military  engagement.  A 
substantial  part  of  the  lands  to  be  acquired, 
moreover,  later  came  into  his  ownership. 
The  lands  covered  by  H.R.  498  Include  the 
site  of  the  grave  of  Gen.  Edward  Braddock, 
commander  of  the  British  and  Colonial 
troops  in  the  American  Colonies.

was  read  the  third  time,  and  passed. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  that  a  statement 
from  the  report  (No.  609)  explanatory 
of  the  purpose  of  the  bill  be  printed  in 
the  Record  at  this  point. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the 
Record,  as  follows; 

The  purposes  of  this  bill  are  (1)  to  pro 
vide  for  the  exchange  of  800  acres  of  Gov¬ 
ernment- owaed  land  within  the  Wupatki 
National  Monument,  Ariz.,  for  800  aprns  of 
private  land  of  approximately  equal  value 
which  are  also  within  those  boundaries,  (2) 
to  revise  the  monument  boundaries  by  ex¬ 
cluding  therefrom  the  lands  given  in  ex¬ 
change  plus  another  160  acres  of  privately 
owned  land  and  by  adding  240  acres  of  pub¬ 
lic  domain  land,  and  (3)  /o  authorize  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  accept,  as  a 
donation,  an  easement /Tor  a  200-foot-wide 
right-of-way  for  a  road  within  the  monu¬ 
ment  area. 

H.R.  7240  was  introduced  by  Congressman 
Morris  K.  Udall  pillowing  receipt  of  an  ex¬ 
ecutive  communication  dated  April  18,  1961, 
recommending/that  this  be  done.  An  iden¬ 
tical  bill,  HdR.  6678,  was  introduced  by 
Chairman  Aspinall.

FORT  RALEIGH  NATIONAL  HISTORIC

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (H.R.  5518)  to  revise  the  boundaries 
of  the  Fort  Raleigh  National  Historic 
Site  in  North  Carolina,  and  for  other 
purposes,  which  had  been  reported  from 
the\Committee  on  Interior  and  Insular 
Affaire  with  an  amendment  on  page  6/ 
after  wie  14,  to  strike  out: 

Sec.  3f\There  are  hereby  authorized  t/S  be 
appropriated  such  sums,  but  not  morq/than 
$259,000,  aNare  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of\this  Act.  /' 

The  amendnaent  was  agreed  to. 

The  amendment  was  ordered  to  be  en¬ 
grossed  and  the\ill  to  byread  a  third 
time. 

The  bill  was  read\h</third  time,  and 
passed. 

Mr.  MANSFIELD/-'  Wr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent\that  a  state¬ 
ment  from  the  Report  explanatory  of 
the  purpose  of/  the  bill  b\printed  in 
the  Record  at'  this  point. 

There  being  no  objection,  tW  state¬ 
ment  was  ordered  to  be  printea\in  the 
Record,  as  follows : 

The  purpose  of  H.R.  5518  is  to  add  t\the 
Fort  Raleigh  National  Historic  Site  approxi¬ 
mate)^  120  acres  of  land  closely  associate 
wit)/  the  first  atttempt  (1585-87)  to  estabN 
li$h  an  English  colony  within  what  are  now 
Le  boundaries  of  the  United  States. 

H.R.  5518  was  introduced  by  Congressman 
Bonner.  The  enactment  of  such  a  bill  as 
this  was  recommended  in  an  Executive  com¬ 
munication  from  the  Department  of  the  In¬ 
terior  dated  January  17.  This  recommenda¬ 
tion  was  reaffirmed  by  a  subsequent  letter 
from  Secretary  Udall  on  March  3,  1961. 

NEEDS 

Fort  Raleigh  National  Historic  Site  was 
established  in  1941  with  an  area  of  18y2 
acres.  Since  that  time  the  number  of  visi¬ 
tors  to  the  site  has  grown  tremendously. 
In  1960,  over  90,000  persons  were  attracted 
to  it.  In  part  this  is  attributable  to  the 
popularity  of  the  annual  summer  produc¬ 
tions  of  “The  Lost  Colony,”  a  historical  play 
dealing,  on  the  very  site  of  its  occurrence, 
with  the  attempted  first  settlement.  In  part 
it  is  attributable  to  great  improvements  in 
the  road  system  serving  the  area,  to  the 
opening  up  of  this  part  of  the  country  to 
countless  numbers  of  tourists,  and  to  the 
establishment  of  nearby  public  recreation 
areas  under  Federal  and  State  auspices.  But 
in  large  part  it  is  also  attributable  to  the 
intrinsic  merits  of  the  site  and  the  desire 
of  visitors  to  see  the  place  which  they  have 
learned  from  their  study  of  American  his¬ 


tory  to  respect  as  the  site  of  the  first  English 
settlement. 

The  18 y2  acres  which  are  within  the  pres-, 
ent  historic  site  are  insufficient  either  to 
commodate  the  influx  of  visitors  or  to 
serve  the  whole  area  which  Sir  Walter 
leigh’s  colonists  are  believed  to  have  /Occu¬ 
pied.  Enactment  of  H.R.  5518  is  necessary 
to  accomplish  these  purposes. 

COST 

The  estimated  acquisition  o6st  of  the 
lands  added  to  the  historic  site' by  H.R.  5518 
is  about  $259,000.  This  figure/which  is  lower 
than  that  given  in  the  report  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Interior,  is  based  on  an  appraisal 
made  since  the  date  of  that  report.  Testi¬ 
mony  before  the  cominittee  strongly  indi¬ 
cated  that  it  is  likely  that  the  whole  or  a 
large  part  of  this  amount  will  be  donated 
to  the  Government:  for  purchase  of  the  site. 

COMMITTEE  AMENDMENT 

The  committee  was  advised  by  the  Director 
of  the  National  Park  Service  subsequent  to 
the  passage/of  the  reported  bill  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  that  arrangements  have 
been  concluded  to  provide  for  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of/iand  with  funds  donated  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  this  purpose.  The  limitation 
imposed  by  section  3  on  the  appropriation  of 
funds  for  land  acquisition  purposes  is,  there- 
ire,  unnecessary  and  has  been  deleted  by 
rthe  committee’s  amendment. 


AMENDMENT  TO  COAST  AND  GEO¬ 
DETIC  SURVEY  COMMISSIONED 

OFFICER’S  ACT  OF  1948 

The  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the 
bill  (S.  685)  to  amend  the  Coast  and 
Geodetic  Survey  Commissioned  Officer’s 
Act  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  for  other 
purposes,  which  had  been  reported  from 
the  Committee  on  Commerce  with 
amendments  on  page  3,  after  line  15,  to 
insert: 

(h)  Adding  a  new  section  23  as  follows: 

“Sec.  23.  (a)  Original  appointments  may 
be  made  in  grades  up  to  and  including  lieu¬ 
tenant  after  passage  of  a  mental  and  physi¬ 
cal  examination  given  in  accordance  with 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce :  Provided,  That  the  President,  un¬ 
der  such  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe, 
may  revoke  the  commission  of  any  officer 
appointed  under  this  section  during  his 
first  three  years  of  service  if  he  is  found  not 
qualified  for  the  service. 

“(b)  Any  person  appointed  under  au¬ 
thority  of  this  section  shall  be  placed  on  the 
linWl  list  of  active  duty  officers  in  a  position 
commensurate  with  his  age,  education,  and 
experience  in  accordance  with  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce. 

“(c)  (l\  For  the  purposes  of  basic  pay 
any  persons,  appointed  under  this  section  to 
the  grade  of \ieutenant  or  lieutenant  (junior 
grade)  shall  be  considered  as  having,  on  date 
of  appointments  three  years  or  one  and  one- 
half  years  service  respectively. 

“(2)  If  a  person'appointed  under  this  sec¬ 
tion  is  entitled  to  credit  for  the  purpose  of 
basic  pay  under  otherNprovision  of  law  which 
would  exceed  that  authorized  by  subsection 
(c)(1)  he  shall  be  credited  with  that  service 
in  lieu  of  the  credit  provided  by  subsection 
(c)(1).” 

And,  on  page  5,  line  1,  after  “Sec.  4.”, 
to  strike  out  “Sections  2731  hnd  2732  of 
chapter  163  of  title  10,  Unified  states 
Code,  are  hereby  adopted  for  applicabil¬ 
ity  to  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.”

To  add  certain  federally  owned  land  to  the  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park, 
in  the  State  of  California,  and  for  other  purposes. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  the  following 
described  lands  of  the  Lassen  National  Forest  are  hereby  excluded 
from  the  forest  and  added  to  the  Lassen  Volcanic  National  Park: 

Lots  1,  2,  and  3,  south  half  northeast  quarter,  and  southeast  quarter 
northwest  quarter  section  4;  west  half  southeast  quarter  and  those 
parts  of  the  south  half  northwest  quarter  and  of  the  southwest  quarter 
of  section  11  lying  east  of  Lost  Creek;  and  section  19,  township  31 
north,  range  4  east,  Mount  Diablo  meridian:  Provided ,  That  the 
aforesaid  lands  in  section  19  are  included  within  the  national  park 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  permanent  road  through  such  section  in  order  to  permit 
the  use,  protection,  and  administration  of  adjacent  national  forest 
lands  and  the  removal  of  timber  from  the  national  forest.
